1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign applications: 
CANADA 2398682 with a filing date 08/16/2002. 

2. Amendment of claims 1 , 6-7 and 1 3 in the amendment filed on August 03, 2009 
is acknowledged. Claims 1-13 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The rejection of claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) over Wasserscheid etal. 
'188, Holbrey et al. '049, or Wasserscheid et al. '757 has been overcome in the 
amendment field on August 03, 2009. 

4. Since claim 30 of the Zhou et al. co-pending application No. 1 0/549,223 has 
been canceled, the provisional rejection of claims 1-13 under the obvious-type double 
patenting over Zhou et al. co-pending application No. 10/549,223 has been obviated 
herein. 

5. Claims 1 -1 3 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of record, 
and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for modification of above reference to obtain 
the instant compounds has not been found. Claims 1-13 are allowed.
